Quoted for Defence in New 
Zealand Gambling Case.- 


Mr. RE. Lindsell’s book on Mu 


“Mia Cheuk” was quoted by the 
defence in a gaming house 
case which recently came before 
« Police Magistrate at Aucklsod, 
Now Zealand. 

The casa'was one arising out 
of aw raid which the police made 
on a benose, where 22 Chinese, 
were arrested, one, named Wang 
Doo, being charged with keeping 
acommon gaming house and the 
otheis with being found in the 
house. I: was stated that when 
the raid took place some of the 
Chinese were playing “bi gnaw” 

* and others “ Sfa Cheuk,” whilst 
money was seized by the police. 
In another room, a prayer meet- 
ing was being conducted shortly 
before the raid, and the man 
Wong Dao was with the mis- 
sioner at the time. - 4 

To quote the words of thenews- 
paper report of the cass. “the, 
defence contended that the games 
were not games of chance ans 
more than whist, euchre, or any 
game of cards, dut requirec great 
skill to play them well. A work 
by one R. E. Lindsell, said to be 
the chief justice of Hongkong, on 
the game of “ms cheuk,” ‘spar. 
tow,” or ‘sweet bird" was put in. 
It proved that at certain stages
